“WHAT DO you think of the Baksi-Woodeeck winner 
for Joe Louis this summer?”. Staff artist Ellis arched his 
white eyebrows in eloquent response: “You mean both of 
‘em at once?” 

That’s all, brother. 

Can that latest announcement from Mike Jacobs’ office be summed 
“up. more aptly? Hold on, maybe there was more in Ellis’ answer than 
met the eye. Perhaps the only 
way that June 26 engagement 
would make a legitimate attrac- 
tion is if the champ’s compelled 
to starch both Baksi and the 
British champ in five rounds—or 

forfeit the title. 

Yes, I know the sad crop of 
heavies is an old story in the big 
division, but when you get down 
to Baksi you're really scraping 
the barrel. There’s at least one 
man who could give Louis a better 
run for the fans’ money before 
biting the resin. Jersey Joe Wal- 
cott, for one. Remember him? 
He’s the old gaffer who whopped 
the pants off Baksi last year. Wal- 
cott is also the guy who sent Lee 
Oma into a state of -nervous hys- 
terics at the Garden—the same 
mister Oma who holds a decision 
over Joe Baksi of Kulpmont, Pa. 


All this, then, makes Baksi the 
logical man for a June title shot! 
But supposing Woodcock is the 
winner . of : that oft-postponed 
London bout, you say. It’s the BRUCE WOODCOCK 
same difference, and Woodcock will probably beat Baksi, at tha%. 

Now then, does that make the Stadium bill ‘0 fare come June 26 
any the more appetizing? Woodcock is simply a rugged 190-pounder 
who. hits fairly well, knows painfully little of boxing rudiments, and 
lasted exactly three rounds and one stiff pokeson the chops with Tami 
Mauriello. If Tami lasted two minutes with Louis, and Woodcock three 
heats with Tami, where does that leave a Louis-Wooticock brawl? 
True; one mustn’t be quite so mechanical about things, but you get | 
the gener&l idea. 

The simple facts are that aside from an ancient Jersey Joe Walcott 


who would last no more than a half-dozen rounds at the most with the |

champ, there isn’t one heavyweight around who warrants considera- 
tion as a challenger. And while Joe has always been way above the 
rest of the field, the prewar list of foes he met stand out like shining 
Goliaths in comparison to the current crop. At least the Baers, Brad- 
docks, Conns and Pastors. were experienced and creditable ringmen. 
And yet few of that prewar lot ever went in better than a 5-1 under- 
dog against Louis. 

If I were the Boxing Commissioner, Mister Eagan, I'd give Jersey 
Joe Walcott his crack at the champ just on the basis of his record— 
and after that’s done with, hold an elimination tourney to find the next 
suitable foe for the heavy king. 

Then, by the time Louis has successfully defended his title for the 
24th and 25th times, there’s a young fellow from out Cincinnati way, 
name of Ezzard Charles; who might then be ready to give Louis the 
fight of his life. 

Exzard, need we remind you, is the slim 17@ Ib. sheitistictihs té- 
cently parlayed a left hook and a right cross into a spectacular knock- 
out over Jimmy Bivins, who was a whale of a fighter in our books. 
And if Marshall Miles, Louis’ manager, is complaining that Exzard is 

25 “too light” te be considered, h should be reminded that it took a light- 
heavy te almost dethrone Louis back in ’41. Which is what we've always 
maintained—that the man who stands the best chance of ever taking | 
King Jee’s crown will have to be a fellow fast afoot and owning two 
solid fists. Conn had the speed and not the punch. 

One Ezzard Charles, from all we hear of him, has both assets and 
by the time 1948 rolls around, he should also have the added experience 
to seriously test a bet no Louls.

Movie Review 


‘The Red House’ 


The Red House, now at the Globe, is top of the barrel 
film fare for those who want their whodunit suspenseful and 
grownup. Unlike the run-of-the-mill movie mystery, The Red 


House doesn’t let you down with a 
routine’ and feeble challenge to find 
the murderer. Instead, with skill- 
ful ‘pacing, it portrays the impact 
of a deserted house, hidden in for- 
bidding woods, on the lives of a 
group of people who live nearby. 

Edward G. Robinson, as the lame 
farmer, Pete Morgan who tries un- 
successfully to bury the secret of the 
Red House; Judith Anderson, as the 
spinster sister who devotes her life 
to him; Lon McAllister as_ the 
youngster who loves Pete’s ward, 
played by Allene Roberts, all are 
excellent. 

It is the latter. two, determined 
to conquer the fear of Ox-head 
woods which Morgan has instilled in 
them, who finally unearth the grim 
link between Pete and the Red 
House. 

If there is any major criticism of 
the manner in which the film ex- 
pertly unravels the threads of two 
hidden 15-year-old murders, it is 
for director Delmar Daves’ appease- 
ment of the devotees of the stand- 
ard horror movie.

For American scientists there 
is a timely lesson in Einstein: 
His Life and Times, a new biog- 
raphy by Philipp Frank. It is the 
lesson that the crusade against 
Communism is Rage : 
in reality a 
crusade against 
all science. In 
reading the sec- 
tions dealing 
with  Hitler’s 
persecution of 
Einstein; we are 
sharply remind- 
ed of the cur- 
rent anti-Com- 
munist drive as ‘iandehes in the 
Rankin Committee’s persecution 
of Professor Harlow Shapley. 


Even in the years before Hit- 
ler came to power, Einstein was 
attacked by the German: reac- 
tionaries as a purveyor of “Bol- 
shevism in pliysics.” The hate- 
agitators of the German press 
denounced him for “conspiring” 
in Moscow with the Soviet gov- 
ernment even though the scien- 
tist never did visit the Soviet 
Union. 


Einstein was not in Germany 
at the time of the Reichstag fire. 
His absence was most fortunate. 
For even though he had stayed 
clear of actual politics all his life, 
the Nazis accused him of being 
the chief of a secret “commu- 


nistic” movement. They tried to -

Einstein received this 
announcement from the German 
police: “The property was obvi- 
ously going to be used to finance 
a Communist revolt.”

Bills Curbing Voters’ 
- Rights Go to Dewey

ALBANY, March 18.—The State Legislature today passed one witch-hunt bill 
allegedly directed against the Communist Party, but bottled up another in the 


Senate Finance Committee. 


The Senate also approved, late last night, the Wilson-

voters of a party the right to nom- 
inate candidates who are not en- 
rolles of their party. ‘This bill, 
which passed the Assembly last 
week, specifically reserves to local 
political machines the right to 
name candidates of other parties. 


Sponsored by Assemblyman 
George Archinal (R-Queens), the 
witch-hunt bill okayed by the Sen- 
ate today and the Assembly last 
week would give the Attorney Gen- 
eral the power to restrain the ac- 
tivities of organizations that have 
secret oaths if they fail to file their 


membership lists with the Secre-/| 


tary of State, as required by a 1925 
law. 


Only ALP Sen. Kenneth Shegbell 
voted against it in the Senate. In 
the ~Assembly, ‘the sole negative 
vote was cast by ALP Assembly- 
man Samuel Kaplan. 


The sponsor of the measure has 
widely proclaimed it is directed 
against the Communist Party, 
though the party is not oath- 
bound. The danger in the bill, 
which is now before the Governor, 
is that it gives the Attorney Gen- 
eral power to proceed against any 
organization he sees fit to label 
oath-bound. 


A second Archinal bill, which 
would bar members of “Un-Amer- 
ican organizations” from holding 
public office, was passed in the As- 
sembly last night by 104 to 30 after 
an orgy of red-baiting. 


All 9 votes against it were cast 


‘ by Democrats and Laborite Kap- 


lan, -freshman Assemblyman D. 
Cady Herrick, 
led in. the fight against this bill. 
Some Republicans, including Crews 


, and Brener (Brooklyn), Janet Hill 


Gordon. (Chenango) and Roman 
(Manhattan) did not vote. 


The Senate Finance Committee 


refused to report it out today -be- 
cause of its obvious unconstitution- 
ality. This kills it for the session. 


The Wilson-Pakula meastire was 


passed in ‘the Senate by 35 to 17.4 


Seven Republicans voted with the 
majority of Democrats and Sher- 
bell in opposing it. They were Des- 
mond (Oregon), Mrs. Graves (St. 
Lawrence),’ Johnson (Richmond), 
Mills, McCleery and Parisi (Brook- 
lyn), and Scanlon (Bronx).
